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DETAILED ACTION 

Status Of Claims 

1 . In the response filed 5/01/2008, claims 20-24 has been newly added. Therefore, 
claims 10-24 are currently pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to show a method for authorizing in a motor vehicle provisions of a telematics service 
between a telematics controller in the vehicle and the external telematics center via 
mobile radio link. The telematics controller is provided to the vehicle by a first source 
and the mobile link being provided to the telematics controller by a second source that 
is different from the first source wherein the method comprises the first source providing 
the telematics center with first data from the first database maintained by the first 
source, which first data includes an identification of the motor vehicle. The second 
source providing the telematics center with second data from a second database 
maintained by said second source, which second data identifies the mobile radio link 
and the telematics center associating the data that identifies the motor vehicle with the 
data that identifies the mobile radio link and automatically authorizing the provision of 
telematics service to said vehicle via said mobile radio link. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
